The Yugoslav Government 
had postponed the signing as a 
countermove to the {nilure of 
the Bundestag, the West Ger- 
man lower house, before its 
summer recess to rathfy an 
agreement signed in March 
whereby West Germany would 
pay Yugoslein 300 million 
marks tn settlernent of Yugoslav 
wartime and prewar tinanctal 
clams,

When we consider the respect 
in which Hongkong is heid by 
the outside world on its great 
progressive crdeavours. it Is 
rather surprising that the anti- 
qtated system of cross harbour 
ferrics survives and Indetd Is 
nurtured) by Government. 

It may be of interest to men- 
tlon here the Auckland harbour 
bridge which js being built at 
a cost of over £5 million New 
Zatond’s population is core 
siderably less than that of Hong- 
kong, und ‘the population of 
Auckland Is enly about 300,000 
People. Yet they thought it 
desirable and have the cournge 
ard vision to bulld a mnagni- 
ficent bridge. Surely there Is 
a greater demand andi justifica- 
tion for constructing a bridge to 
ink Kowloon ond the Island. .

This is a 
psychological factor but cf great 
j Importance when estimating the 
traMle petentlal between = two 
‘centres by means other than 
ferries. 

Ferries are always considered 
an Inconventence and a nulsance, 
land if everyone here today 
jasked himself whether he made 
maximun. use of the vehicular 
ferry, the answer probably 
would be, “No, I only use tho 
ferry when I really have to,” 
but I am sure that if there was 
an efficient means of communicat 
tion between the Island and 
Kowloon the number of times 
that you took your car across 
{he harbour would’ be greatly 
increased. 

Let us face realities and ace 
cept the fect that Hongkong 
may grow in the mxt 25 years 
to one of the largest’ cilles in 
the world and what was sultable

Many Advantages 


The many soclal and ¢cono- 
mie advantages {to be derived 
from having an cfMficient means 
of communication were ably 
expressed by Mr Lanwrence 
Kadoorle before you last Octo- 
ber. His remaris were made 
in respect of the tunnel, but 
they cqually apply to a bridge. 
Mr Kadooric and I are united 
vn the essentinl point—that the 
Island and Kowloon must be 
connected by an efficient means 
of road communication. His 
view is that a tunnel would be 
the best solution, whilst mine 
is that a bridge will prove more 
satisfactory, 

Tne moin reason for thiy is 
that the bridge, for o similer 
capital sum as Suggested for the 
tunnel, will provide far greater 
facilities. The tunnel has only 
two Ines of traMfic—one in cach 
direction. The bridge has in 
cacti direction, three lines of 
trafle capable of doaling with up 
to 4,000 vehicles on hour.‘ This

Dollar for dollur, thertfore, I 
submit that a cross harbour 
bridge witl prove more suitable 
and effective than a crosy har- 
bour tunel. 

The Government statement 
Intimates that the bridge on the 
Kowloon side would interfere 
with air traMe and that it 
would be a hazard to shipping. 
It Is unlikely that any difMicully 
will be encountered in keeping 
the height of the bridge within 
Immitaions to avoid hazarding 
tircraft using the airport to 
any greater extent than the 
existing tall buildings on the 
Kowloon Peninsula. 

It is admitted that the piers 
would be an additional obstruc- 
tlon, but I cannot believe that 
they present any undue hazurd

Boon To All

Govt Protection 


Government {tn its announce- 
ment proposed that the ferry 
companies should be  com- 
pensated (pressumubly by the 
Bridge Authority) for the finan. 
cial loss which they might 
sustain as a result of a cross 
harbour bridge or tunnel being 
constructed, I foil to under~ 
stand why the ferry companies 
should now apparent: be 
offered Government protection 
when there jo a possibility of 
private enterprise providing !m- 
proved cross harbour facilities, 
Not only would this bé an 
intolerable burden but would 
prove almost impossible to 
assess, Further; I doubt whether 
such protection is available 
under the existing Ordinances. 

As for as the Yaoumatl Ferry
